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Albert  Luthi  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  (Yoss)  and  five  children— Bertha,  Rose, 
Lena,  Albert  and  Anna— came  to  the  United  States  from  Switzerland  in  1888. 
They  had  four  more  children  later  in  America.  They  were  Fred,  Elizabeth,  Hulda 
and  Mary.  Descendants  of  Albert  and  Elizabeth  Luthi  are  nine  children,  forty- 
seven  grandchildren,  eighty-six  great  grandchildren  and  four  great  great 
grandchildren  to  date— a  total  of  one  hundred  forty-eight,  plus  wives  and  husbands 
of  these  descendants. 

Albert  and  Elizabeth  came  directly  to  Alida,  Kansas,  to  settle  near  his 
brother,  Chris.  Chris  had  come  over  here  several  years  earlier  and  married 
Elise  Hertig.  To  them  were  born  four  children — Mary,  Ida,  William  and  Helen. 
Mary  died  at  the  age  of  four  or  five.  Descendants  of  Chris  and  Elise  were  four 
children,  three  grandchildren  and  two  great-grandchildren — a  total  of  9  plus  wives 
and  husbands  of  these  descendants. 

After  Elizabeth's  death  in  1902,  Albert  returned  to  Switzerland.  Returning 
he  became  sick  and  so  met  his  second  “wife-to-be,”  Martha  Buddy,  as  a  nurse. 
Albert  went  on  to  Switzerland  and  when  returning  to  America  he  stopped  at 
Hamburg,  Germany  to  meet  Martha’s  family  of  two  sons  and  two  daughters. 
Martha  came  on  with  him  and  they  were  married  on  Ellis  Island,  so  Martha  could 
enter  the  United  States.  They  brought  one  of  Martha’s  sons  and  one  daughter 
with  them  and  the  other  son  came  over  later.  They  came  home,  southwest  of 
Wakefield,  Kansas,  to  the  children — Fred,  Elizabeth,  Hulda,  and  Mary.  Lena, 
Rose  and  Bertha  were  married  and  in  their  own  homes.  Albert  and  Anna  were 
working  in  Colorado. 

Albert  built  a  new  house.  Anna  and  Albert,  Jr.,  returned  from  Colorado  and 
kept  house  together  in  part  of  the  new  house  until  Anna  married  and  went  to 
Idaho.  The  elder  Albert  and  Martha  separated  and  were  divorced  in  1910.  Albert 
and  daughter,  Hulda,  went  to  Idaho.  Mary  stayed  with  Elizabeth  and  her  hus¬ 
band,  Charles,  and  continued  her  schooling.  Albert  Luthi,  senior,  came  back  a 
year  and  a  half  later  and  took  Mary  with  him  to  Idaho.  He  later  made  a  short 
trip  to  Switzerland  and  again  in  1928  he  returned  to  Switzerland  to  stay.  Hulda 
and  Mary  remained  in  Idaho  and  rriade  their  homes  there.
